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mame ‘T has always been a Cuftom 
Bl in all Times, and io all Na- 
A tions, for the common People 
to impute all the Calamiries 
and Misfortunes that befal 
mM} a State, to thofe that have 
B the Government or Direétion 
of it..Jfasurbulenr or-am- 
bitious’ Neighbour difcovers 
me a Difpofition to quarrel with 
ou, it is immediately charged upon thofe that are 
in the Adminiftration of Affairs; if you are over- 
run with: Diffentions and Faétions at Home, the fame 
Perfons are the Caufe of it; if Luxury, Extrava- 
gance, and a general Pravity of Manners prevail 
among the People, "tis they that have introduced 
and encouraged them; nay, if there fhould happen to 
be a Peftilence or a Famine, they are reviled and ex- 
claimed againft as the Authors of them ; and fo not 
only the Adtions, the Refentments, or Defigns of 
others, which they could neither forefce nor prevent, 
arc laid to their Charge, but they are alfo even made 
accountable for the Decrees and Difpenfations of 
Providence. 

TuHeRs is a very extraordinary Inflance of this 
kind mentioned by Thucydides ; after the fecond In- 
vation of the Peloponmefians, {ays that Hiftorian, the 
Athenians (having their Fields now the fe-ond timé 
wafted, and both the Sicknefs and War falling upon 
them at once) accufed Pericles, as if by his Means 
they had been brought into thefe Calamities. 

Tue Clamour and Rage of the Populace grew fo 

violent on this Occafion, that he called an Afficmbly, 
and in a fer Speech he expoftulated with them on 
their ftrange and unreafonable Re‘entmenis againg 
him ; and as he was one of the greateft Orators that 
ever lived, he made ufe of all the Arts of Eloquence 
and Perfuafion, to aflwage their Paflions and ro bring 
them to a better Temper: His Speech confifts of (- 
veral Pages in Thucydides, but I fhall ouly infert that 
Part of ic which takes Notice of the Prejudices con- 
ceived againit him on account of the Peftilence. 
‘* Anp as for the Sicknefs, fays he, rhe only thing 
that exceeded the Imagination of all Men, it was 
unlooked for, and I know you have taken ftrange 
and unaccountable Prejudices to m= on that Ac- 
counts but if Iam to bear your ill Will for every 
Misfortune or Calamity that befalls you, tho’ it was 
not in human Prudence to prevent it, ought not on 
* the other Side every happy avd fortunate Event that 
falls out beyond your Expetation, likewilz to be 
afcribed to me? Is not one full asreafonable as the 
other? Evils that come from Heaven muit be borne 
with Patience and Refignation ; thofe from your 
Enemies, with Courage and Refolution ; for fuch 
bas always been the Cuftom of our Anceftors ; do 
not youtherefore degenerate from fo laudable an 
Example; but preferve the Character this City 
** has, in all Ages, fo juftly acquired, of not finking 
** under Adverfiry.”” 

Tue Hiftorian fays, that the People were in fome 
meafure appealed by this Speech; but yet not -fo 
thoroughly fatisfied, but thar they fined him in a Sum 
of Moncey: Neverthelefs, continues he, not long 
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after (as is the Fathion of the Multitude) they made 


him Gencral again, and committed the whole State 
to his Adminiftration ; and indeed there is nothing 
fhews the various and inconftant Temper of the 
People fo much, as their Condu@ and Behaviour with 
regard to this oe Man ; fometimes they were out- 

; r Clamours againft him, and were for 
removing him from all Power and Imployment in the 
State; but being immediately made fenfible that no 
one ip the Commonwealth was of fo much Experience 
and Ability as he, he was foon again reftored to 
their good Opinion, and was in the higheft Efteem 
and Credit with them ; for as long us he was in Au- 
thority in time of Peace, he governed the fame with 
Moderation, and with preat nteprity ; and he knew 
what it was capable of doing, and how far it ought 
to engage in War with its Neighbours. And the 
fame Hiftorian obferves, that his Forefight and Know- 
ledge in thisRefpeét was beft known after his Death ; 
for he fairly reprefented to them, that if they would 
be quiet and look to their Navy, and feck to make no 
new Conquefis, mor to acquive any new Dominions, they 
would be Superior to their Enemies, and reduce them 
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to their own Terms. But thofe that fucceeded. him 
atted quite contrary to this wife and falutary Advice, 
and not only as fo whatconcerned the War, but allo 
in all other Things, had no View but to their own 
rivate Avariee and Ambition, to'which they facrificed 
th the publick Good and the Intereft of their 
Allies. But Pericles executed the important Truft 
repoled in him ina quite different Manner : He was 
a Man of great Wiidom and Probity, which gave 
him great Dignity and Authority ; he could on all 
extraordinary Emergencies controul the Muitirude, 
and tho’ their Power muft neceffarily be very great in 
a popular State, yer he never fuffered himielf to be 
bore down by the popular Torrent, to do things 
againft his Opinion or Judgment, for having made 
ufe of no evil Arts or andire& Methods to arrive at 
Power, he would never court them, or make them 
any undue Compliances; bur always fupported his 
Authority by the Force et ‘Truth and Reafon, how 
contradictory foever fuch a Conduct might be to their 
Humour. But thofe shat fucceeded him, contending 
with one another for the chief Power, ftrove to gaits 
the Affe&tions of the People, tho’ at the Expence of 
the Commonwealth, and ftudied Popularity more than 
the Good of the Publick; from whence proceeded 
many Errors and Misfortunes; for their private 
Quarrels threw the Affairs of the Publick into great 
Diforder and Confufion, and fo fierce and violenc 
were their Animofities and Refentments againft onc 
another, that their Diffentions never ceafed till they 
had ruined both themfclves and their Country, ~
